John Stonestreet VanMeter was born in 
Fayetie county in September of 1846. He ' 
was the son of Solomon VanMeter and 
Elizabeth Stonestreet V'^anMeter. At the 
early age of sixteen years he entered the 
Confederate army, serving through the , 
war as a member of Company E, Eighth ' 
Kentucky Cavalry. j 

After the close of the war he entered ' 
Washington and Lee University and was 
graduated from that institution. He then j 
read law and entered upon the practice of 
his profession at Lexington. He married j 
Miss Lizzie Yerkes, a daughter of the Rev. j 
Dr. Stephen Yerkes, of Danville, Ky,. 
who with their only son John Yerkes Van- 
Meter, survives him. As a lawyer he 
rose in his profession and was elected at- j 
torney of Fayette county. 

While holding this office, he decided to 
study for the ministry of the Presbyterian 
church, and giving up his office and prac- 
tice, he attended the Theological Semi- 
nery at Danville, and was later graduated 1 
from the Theological Seminary at Prince- 
ton, N. J. j 

Mr. VanMeter’s first charge was atCyn- 
thiana, Ky., where he remained three 
years. From there he went to Hot I 
Springs, Ark , where he was pastor seven 
years. His next charge was at Richmond 
and Clinton, Missouri, where he was 
several years. He spent one year in Los 
Angeles, California, where he went on 
account of his wife’s health. 

During the past two years he had been 
living in New York, where his son is at- 
tending the Bellview College of Medicine. 

Mr. VanMeter leaves a sister, Mrs. W. 
D. Ni^olos, of 440 West Fourth street, 
Lexington, and three half-brothers, the 
Messrs. Solomon, Ike and Prewitt Van- 
Meter, and a half-sister, Mrs. Lucy H. 
Kerr, of Fulton, Missouri. 

Mr. VanMeter was a Knight Templar, 
and the funeral will be held with Masonic 
honors.

The State Senate by a vote of 19 to 9 
passed the bill appropriating $20,000 for a 
statue of the late Gov. Goebel to be 
placed in the new State House. The 
House by a vote of 69 to 19 passed a bill 
repealing the law appropriating $15,000 j 
annually for a State fair. The Bourne Bill i 
proposing to regulate the tobacco business 
of the State was defeated in the House. 
Several minor bills were passed by the 
House at its night session. 

Gov. Beckham appeared before the 
State Printing Investigation Committee at 
Franklort, Tuesday night, and was ques- 
tioned at length in regard to the contracts 
for State printing. At the close of the 
examination Gov. Beckham undertook t(^ 
make an additional statement, but was 
referred by Senator Carroll to another 
committee. 

The bills assigning the county of Beck- 
ham to its proper ju()icial district and in- 
creasing the pay of the Appellate Court 
stenographers to $100 a month were signed 
by Gov. Beckham, Tuesday. The bills 
relating to the sale of stocks of goods in 
bulk and increasing the annual allowance | 
for clerk hire in the State Insurance De- 
partment were allowed to become laws ; 
without the Governor’s approval. j 

The discussion over the Campbell j 
amendment to the school book law was ] 
very bitter between Senators Campbell I 
and Cantrill, and consumed most of Wed- i 
nesday’s session of the State Senate. 
The body refused to take the bill from the 
orders of the day, thus practically killing 
it. The House passed the bills appropri 
ating $40,000 for completing the cellhouse 
at the Eddyville penitentiary and appro- 
priating $26,000 for improvements at the 
Frankfort penitentiary. A number of bills 
of minor importance were passed. The 1 
House decided to hold no more night j 
sessions.

Her Testimony Showed That the Mor» j 
mon Officials Have Practiced i 

Polygamy in Violation of 

the Law For Years. j 

Washington, March 8 . — After having ; 
Joseph F. Smith, president of the Mor- ! 
mon church, on the stand for nearly j 
five hours Monday before the senate I 
committee on privileges and elections 
which is investigating the right of 
Reed Smoot to sit as a senator, both 
the prosecution and the defense an- 
nounced that they were through with 
him and another witness was called, j 
This was Mrs. Clara Mabel Kennedy, i 
;who told some secrets of the Mormon 
church which, if not broken down, it 
will prove as important as the state- 
ments of President Smith that he and 
other officials have been persistently 
cohabiting with plural wives in viola- J 
tion of the law. Mrs. Kennedy said 
she w'as married by Brigham Young, 
an apostle of the church, to James 
Francis Johnson, a polygamist, since 
the manifesto of 1890, and that she ■ 
has had two children by that hus- i 
band. The marriage was performed ! 
In Mexico, according to the witness, ; 
at the home of a high official of the i 
church. ! 

Before President Smith left the j 
Btand ]\Ir. Tayler questioned him in | 
regard to the ages of several of the l 
children and Mr. Smith answered: “I ' 

am not in the habit of carrying birth | 
records about with me.” j 

Both the prosecution and the de- ' 
(ense announced that they were ; 
through writh Mr. Smith for the pres- ; 
9 nL but before he was allowed to ; 
leave the stand Chairman Burrows in- i 
quired: “How many children have ’ 

you now, Mr. Smith?” 

“Forty-tw'o,” was the answer, “21 
boys and 21 girls, and I am proud of 
every one of them.” 

As Smith started to leave the stand [ 
Senator Dubois again stopped him and 
asked the ages of President Woodruff 
'and President Snow at the time of 
their deaths. 

“It appears that both were more 
than 70 when the manifesto was is- 
sued,” said Senator Dubois. “You have , 
testified that both obeyed the \aw in 
regard to polygamous cohabitation 
and have not practiced it since' that 
time.” “I think it likely.” ! 

Senator Overman said that he had ; 
a pamphlet saying that Jesus Christ 
was a polygamist. Turning to Mr. : 
Smith he asked; “Is that what your 
church teaches?” 

“No, sir,” was the »*esponse. “MTiat 
■we teach is that Jesus Christ was de- 
scended through a long line of polyga- ; 
mists through David and dow'u to 
Abraham.” 

Mrs. Clara M. Kennedy testified to 
having been married into a plural 
marriage since the manifesto of 1S90. 
She said the ceremony had been per- 
formed by an apostle of the Mormon 
church. Mrs. Kennedy said she was ; 
born in Albany. N. Y.. 27 years ago ' 
and went w'ith her parents to Utah 
when she was two years old. Her ' 
parents were Monnons and she was 
brought up in that faith and had been J 
taught the propriety of plural mar- ; 
riage. and in fact, never had known ; 
any different life until after her mar- : 
riage. The family moved to Diaz, | 
Mex.. when she was about four years : 
old. where she lived until she was 17 | 
years old, when she was married to i 
James Francis Johnson, who already i 
had one wife. Mrs. Kenned}' said she ! 
met the first wife and they had "a | 
slight interview” about going into the j 
family as a second wife. The first ' 
wife gave her consent to the arrange- j 
ment, | 

According to arrangements Mr. and i 
Mrs. Johnson and baby and the wit- 
ness drove from Diaz to Jaurez, Mex., • 
to be married. They remained there j 
tw'o weeks before the ceremony was 
performed ’oy Apostle Brigham Young. 
Mrs. Kennedy had tw’o children by , 
Mr. Johnson apd five years later they 
separated. 

Senator Hoar asked the witness if 
she had received any form of mar- 
riage certificate from Apostle Young 
and she replied that she had not. j

May, has been indefinitely postponed. ‘ 



FIFTY-EIGHTH CONGREOS. ’ 
Regular Session. 

Washington, March S. — Senate— The 
senate Mondav passed »the naval ap- 
propriation bill which has been before 
it for the past four or five days and 
then took up the array bill. The prin- 
cipal question debated in connection 
with the naval bill related to the price 
and method of supplying armor plate i 
for battleships and it grew out of an I 
amendment suggested by Mr. Patter- 1 
son providing for a government armor ; 
plant. He ultimately withdrew the i 
amendment but offered several others l 
.all of which were laid on the table j 
The reading of the army appropriation | 
bill had not been conclnd^ when the 
senate adjourned. 

House — Postal affairs engrossed the 
attention of the house Monday, practi- 
cally to the exclusion of all else. The 
subject was introduced by Mr. Over- 
street, chairman of the committee on 
post offices and post roads, who sub - 1 
mitted the report of that committee on ! 
the Hay resolntion calling for certain 
information regarding the use of “in- 
fluence by members of the house to 
secure increase in salary for postmas- 
ters.” The matter was postponed utr- j 
til Wednesday. The post office appro- 
priation bill was then taken up and i 
Mr. Moon (dem., Tenn.), the rarnkine 
minority member of the post office I 
committee, arraigned the present sys ■ 
tem employed in the post office depart- 
ment and made an appeal for a general 
investigation of the affairs of the de- ’ 
partment. Without debate the house : 
unanimously adopted the resolution. 
Mr. Martin (rep.. S. D.) directing the 
secretary of commerce and labor tc 
investigate the causes for the differ- 
ences which exist between live cattle 
and dressed beef. 

Washington. March 9. — Senate — The ' 
senate spent almost the entire day dis 
cussing the committee amendments tc , 
the army bill concerning provisiona' 
troops in the Philippines and the con 
solidation of the adjutant .general’s of 
fire with the record and pension of 
flee. The Porto Rican amendment wa.‘ i 
objected to by democratic senators as 
tending to a more pronounced militar} 
form of government. Both amend 
ments ultimately were accepted. The 
bill was amended so as to provide for 
an increase in the engineer corps. It 
was still pending when the senate ad 
journed. 

House — Tuesday in the house was 
set apart for consideration of claim 
bills. Thirty-two bills of this charac- 
ter were passed. One, relating to the 
granting of an American register tc 
the ship Beaumont, gave rise to con 
siderable debate. Mr. Stevens (Minn.) 
made the point that to admit such 
ship.; into registery wouM be detri 
mer’tal to the interests of American 
wcil;men. He was seconded bv Mr. 
Humphrey (Wash.). The friends ol 
the bill, which was i>assed. were 
Messrs. Fordney. William A. Smith. 
Mc.Morran (Mich.), Thayer (Mass.) 
and Dunwell (X. Y.). Shortly after; 
the house convened Speaker Cannon 
in ruling op the conference report on ; 
the legislative, executive and judicial j 
appropriation bill, stood by a former i 
precedent, holding that conferees could ' 
not insert new matter. i 

Washington. March 10.— Senate— ' 
During consideration of the army ap- 
propriation bill in the senate Wedne.s- , 
day Mr. Bacon protested against the' 
acceptance, of the statue of Frederick 
the Great of Germany, tendered by ' 
Emperor William, on the ground that 
the former German king was not ia 
s.vnipathy with -American institutions. 
Mr Stewart defended Frederick 
against what he characterized as Mr. i 
Bacon’s gross misrepresentations. The ; 
army appropriation bill was passed. ’ 
The senate also passed the Philippine ; 
shipping bill, after speeches in onpo- 
sition by Messrs. Culberson and Pat 1

Galalith, or “milk stone,” is of about 
the same hardness as horq. but it is a 
little more brittle. In order to bend it 
it is necessary to place the material for 
about ten minutes in cold water; then it 
is put for five, ten, or even 15 minutes 
— depending upon its thickness — into 
boiling water, or. better still, into min- 
eral oil at a temperature of from 80 to 100 
degrees Centigrade. After that the 
galalith can be bent easily, but this must 
be done gently and not by jerks. When 
heated, the finest impressions can be 
made on it. It is polished in the same 
way as horn — i. e., after having carefully 
smoothed its surface with the help of 
sandpaper, it is polished by the appli- 
cation of plenty of water, some oil, fine 
pumice stone and gray tripoli. After 
this it is dried by rubbing with a coarse 
cloth, and then with the help of a pad 
a little green soap and Vienna chalk is 
rubbed on. The brilliant polish thus 
obtained is glassy and nicer and more 
durable than that of horn. Galalith is 
of about the same weight as celluloid; 
it is lighter than hard rubber of a poor 
quality, but slightly heavier than arti- 
cles made of hard rubber. Unlike cellu- 
loid, it cannot be chipped with a knife; 
but, the same as horn, it must be cut 
by means of a fine saw. 

Like tortoise shell it can be soldered, 
and by means of a specially prepared 
glue it can be fastened on celluloid, 
wood, tiles and metal. A. great variety 
of articles are manufactured out of this 
new material by the Vereinigte Gummi- 
waarenfabriken at Harburg and Vienna, 
as, for instance, handles for canes and 
umbrellas, combs, cigar holders, various 
ornaments for ladies and gentlemen, 
etc. Quite recently galalith has also 
been employed in the manufacture of 
furniture; on account of its beautiful 
shades, particularly marble colors, gala- 
lith is used for framing the valuable 
and very delicate irridescent glass; it 
being also furniohed in tubes, it can he 
used in the manufacture of parlor or 
onyx lamps. 

The manufacture of galalith takes 
from two weeks to three months, de- 
pending on the required thickness; at 
present it is rolled in plates of a thick- 
ness of 2 millimeters (0.078 inch), and 
50 centimeters (19. 6S inches) by 80 cen- 
timeters (31.2 inches) in size; staves of a 
thickness of 3 millimeters (0.12 inch) and 
more, and tubes are not rolled, but 
drawn. This is done in the works at 
Wimpossing and Harburg, on the Elbe. 
In the latter place a large factory for 
the production of galalith is in course 
of construction. I am informed by the 
manufacturers that on account of their 
United States patents not being fully 
granted, etc., for some time to come 
they will be unable to export their prod- 
ucts for use on the American market.

In compliance with a request from a 
well-known colonist here, desirous of 
opening relations with the United States 
for the exploitation of timber, particu- 
larly ebony and other hard woods, I sub- 
mit the subjoined notes concerning the 
woods of Madagascar: 

After a very careful examination of 
the various timbers peculiar to Madagas- 
car, particularly ebony, palisander, 
rose, and many other woods which with 
the development of this colony will 
prove of high value. I am able to state 
that there is an opening here for Ameri- 
cans to organize a direct trade with this 
island for regular cargoes of some of the 
very choicest woods sought after by 
both shipbuilders and cabinetmakers. 
The ebony of Madagascar is already very 
much in vogue on the Hamburg market. 
There is also an ample supply of a very 
heavy wood called “lalona.” which is 
Imputrescible, even after 30 years’ im- 
mersion in saltwater. I might mention 
also the “vintanana,” a light wood for 
marine .construction, called in the 
French market “acajou a gros grain” 
(coarse-grained mahogany),. very piiant 
and without knots, its specific gravity be- 
ing lighter than water. I could mention 
many other woods, the technical de- 
scription of which would only be under- 
stood by specialists, so would refer all 
merchants interested in the outlook to 
apply in the first place to Mr. Louis Mar- 
quet, Sainte Marie, Madagascar (let- 
ters preferably to be written in French), 
when all particulars will be furnished. 
The timber export trade from Madagas- 
car is one that is arousing some interest 
just now, in view of the results of the 
scientific explorations of the forests so 
admirably conducted by the French. 
South African dealers have their eyes 
on the timber resources here, and an 
American firm has recently sent out from 
there an expert representative,

y of j German papers report that a congress 
3k a , for hygiene and physiological pedagogy 
past j was recently held at Paris. As a result 
j Progres Medical has drawn a compari- 
son betw'een the work of the school of 
physicians in the German and French 
reports . capital, which is substantially in favor 
of the German method. The expert 
writing the article cautions especially 
against the inclination in France to 
overdo such efforts, which may lead to 
giving the physician a too far-reaching 
influence and the possibility of med- 
dling with the manner of schc*ol in- 
struction and in more intimate rela- 
tions. 

He first reviews the rules for medical 
supervision over the public schools of 
Berlin. 

Every school physician has supervi- 
sion over four schools, and his duties 
are to examine twice a year all the 
pupils who enter the school wi*h refer- 
ence to the senses, the spinal column, 
the development of the limbs, etc., to 
make examination of those pupils w’ho 
would be subject to receive instruction 
on account of stuttering or some other 
additional instruction; to make a quar- 
terly inspection of the school rooms 
with reference to their sanitary condi- 
tion; also of the health of the pupils 
and the presence of contagious dis- 
ca.ses. 

These examinations may take place 
oftener if requested by the school 
board. 

In addition, the state physician has 
to inspect the local schools at least 
once every five years with reference 
to their architecture; he has also to 
prescribe the necessary measures in 
case of a threatened epidemic. 

The principal of the school is held 
to send those pupils to the school phy-’ 
sician whose state of health during the 
intervals of the official creates suspi- 
cion. It is especially pointed out that 
the school physician, according to the 
German rules, is not to give the sick 
pupil orders or prescribe for him or 
her, but the parents are simply notified 
of the facts and receive written advice. 

It is furthermore particularly impor- 
tant that the school physicians meet 
together in certain intervals, three or 
four times during the year. These 
measures are held by the French physi- 
cian to be models for a reform of con- 
ditions in Paris. It appears to him in- 
dispensable, and it certainly does seem 
proper to have the pupils entering the 
school examined separately by the 
school physician, as thereby it is pos- 
sible to call the attention of the teach- 
ers from the beginning to the physical 
condition of the school children. The 
Paris rules go further, inasmuch as 
the school physicians are obliged to in- 
spect their schools at least twice a month 
instead of only twice every half year. 

The careful execution of the medical 
examination of the hygienic conditions 
of the school is the most important 
part of the duties of the school physi- 
cians. 

Aside frcni this the medical treat- 
ment of the pupils must, as far as pos- 
sible, be left to the home physicians, 
who usually have known the children 
for a longer time than the school phy- 
sician and therefore better judges 
of the condition of their health. 

In doubtful cases the advice of a spe- 
cialist shall be sought rather than to 
demand of the sclirol physician a far- 
reaching special knowledge, which 
might result in making a medcal ex- 
perimental station of the school. 

In addition, the French physician 
proposes that the school physician 
should be entitled to view the condi- 
tion of the dw’ellings of sick school chil- 
dren, and also to give advice concern- 
ing the architecture of schools and the 
division of the school hours.

Many of the smaller farm implements 
are of the clumsy patterns in use a cen- 
tury ago. The carpenter uses neither 
hatchet nor handsaw, and his other 
tools are not nearly so complete as those 
of an American carpenter. Furniture 
is largely hand-made, and is correspond- 
irgly ex’pensive. Although the high- 
ways here are nearly perfect, the light 
American bugg>’ and phaeton are un- 
known. Though much is made of all 
navigable rivers for purposes of trade, 
small pleasure launches are rarely seen. 
The barber chairs used even in hand- 
some city barber shops would not be 
tolerated even in the smallest towns in 
the United States. Small office safes of 
the inexpensive and convenient types 
found so generally in the United States 
are not seen in this locality.
